With regards to applicant's argument that there is no discussion in Abiko for using the sealing 
portion 67 to prevent the exposure of the contact metal layer to an atmosphere that may oxidize the contact metal layer, it is noted that 
the oxidation of the tungsten metal layer 66 is undesirable as well as shown by the used of the sealing layer 67, if it were desired then a 
sealing layer would not have been used, furthermore Abiko et al. further discloses that the purpose of the conductive film formed in the 
source-drain region is the reduction of the parasitic resistance, and if the material were to become oxidized this disclosed intended 
purpose will not be achieved. 
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
